It  brought 
a  burning  desire  for  learning 
that  resulted  in  the  reading  of 
the  Scriptures  in  their  original 
^languages  and  their  translation 
into  the  vernacular  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  What  was  the  attitude  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  toward 
this  discovery  of  the  Bible’ 
They  fought  to  the  death  the 
translation,  the  distribution  and 
the  reading  of  the  Bible.  They 
made  it  an  offense  punishable 
by  death  even  to  possess  a  copy 
of  the  Word  of  God.  They  de¬ 
clared  the  saintly  scholar,  John 
Wycliff  of  Baliol  College,  Ox¬ 
ford.  a  heretic  for  publishing 
the  Scrlptlires  in  English  ffe 
died  in  1384,  but  they  dug  up 
his  bones  in  1415  to  cast  them 
upon  a  dunghill,  later  changed 
their  minds,  burned  the 


'  of  Hebrews.  No  one  knew  who 
,  wrote  it.  Yet  God  said,  through 
the  Spirit  to  the  churches  that 
it  is  His  inspired  Word.  He 
says  so  today.  In  our  New  Testa¬ 
ment  you  will  find  that  book. 
What  the  councils  did  or  did 
not  do  is  immaterial.  The  peo¬ 
ple  of  God  through  the  centur¬ 
ies  recognized  it  as  inspired 
and  it  became  a  part  of  the 
New  Testament. 

The  gathering  together  of  the 
New  Testament  books  occurred 
in  the  two  or  three  centuries 
after  Christ,  and  it  was  done  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  through  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  early 
Christian  people. 

The  books  of  the  canon  are 
their  own  apologists  They  were 
revered  as  the  Word  of  God 
among  the  believers  in  the  East, 
in  the  West,  in  Africa,  wher¬ 
ever  the  gospel  message  of 
Christ  was  preached  All  this 
occurred  before  there  was  such 
a  thing  as  a  bishop  of  Rome

In  1888  he  wrote,  "By  no 
means  is  it  permissible  to  seek 
or  to  defend  or  to  grant  free¬ 
dom  of  thought,  freedom  on  in¬ 
struction,  freedom  of  writing 
.  .  .  as  rights  granted  to  man  by 
nature." 

The  famous  Catholic  Index  of 
Forbidden  Books  controls  the 
reading  and  therefore  the 
thoughts  of  all  Catholics  and 
punishes  with  excommunication 
those  who  dare  to  think  fur 
themselves  Every  priest  must 
enforce  the  Church's  Canon 
l.aw^that  details  the  Index,  and 
therefore  as  a  priest  must 
crush  the  freedom  of  thought 
that  as  an  American  he  should 
respect  and  encourage. 

The  Catholic  parochial  school 
system  in  the  United  Stale* 
does  not  encourage  freedom  of

BIRTH  OF  JESUS 

Scripture  Texts:  Luke  2  1-tO, 
John  1  1  18. 

The  religious  leaders  of  His 
day  did  not  recognize  Jesus  as 
Ln.  Ml.;  sum.  Ilk  liul  tiL.  in¬ 
to  the  Messianic  conceptions 
ot  the  religious  scholarship, 
or  rather  the  religious  leader¬ 
ship  of  His  day.  i’roud  in  the 
smug  satisfaction  they  felt  in 
the  correctness  and  sufficiency 
of  their  conception  of  the  com¬ 
ing  Christ,  rendered  the  relig¬ 
ious  leaders  incapable  of  recog¬ 
nizing  and  welcoming  Him 
When  He  came. 

So  the  birth  of  Jesus,  the 
Messiah  or  the  Christ,  if  you 
like  that  word  better,  the  great¬ 
est  event  that  had  ever  oc¬ 
curred,  was,  to  these  leaders 
and  the  masses  of  the  people, 
but  the  birth  of  another  poor 
child  to  a  pair  of  poverty-strick¬ 
en  peasants  from  a  provincial 
village  by  the  side  of  the  high 
way.  The  feeble  cry  of  an  infant 
broke  the  silence  in  a  rattle 
stall.  “Well,  what  of  that?" 
Only  that  the  unusual  place 
w  here  it  w  as  uttered  gave  hint 
that  the  child  had  been  born 
in  unusual  poverty  and  obseur 
ity. 

The  lesson  we  draw;  from  the 
scripture  today  is  assigned  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of 
the  historical  facts  of  the  com¬ 
ing  of  the  Christ  of  God  into  our 
world  and  is  designed  to  open 
our  minds  to  the  importance  of 
that  coming.  I  have  said  that 
tile  re  si*  tue  cry  ofon  rfrfarrt 
in  the  night:  that  was  all,  and 
yet  it  was  the  birth-cry  of  a  new 
era  pulsing  in  the  womb  of  the 
world.  In  that  cry,  faith  by  the 
standards  of  foolish  men,  God 
had  sounded  forth  the  trumpet 
that  should  never  call  retreat 
but  continue  its  swelling  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  advance,  to  the  on- ! 
set,  to  the  struggle  that  should 
never  know  pause  or  cessation 
till  the  tall  hills  of  God  should 
echo  the  shout  of  Emanuel's 
final  triumph. 

The  scripture  yve  read  today 
is  indeed  appropriate  to  the 1 
Christmas  season;  but  the 
Christmas  season  has  come  to  j 
mean  a  giving  and  forgiving 
time.  It  has  come  to  speak  of 
the  artistic  and  emotional  and 
spiritual  emphasis  which  res¬ 
cues  our  lives  from  the  sordid 
and  links  them  to  the  lofty,  1 
But  the  lesson  we  ought  to  get 
now  is  that  of  the  importance 
to  the  political,  economic,  so¬ 
cial,  and  cultural  life  of  the 
world. 


I.  GODS  ANSWER  TO 
AUGUSTUS 
The  very  name  Augustus 
means  great,  magnificent,  large. 
The  man  who  bore  it  in  the  day 
of  our  Lord's  birth  was  a  grand- , 


nephew  of  Julius  Caesar,  the  im¬ 
personation  of  force  and  murder 
and  ruthless  rule  Augustus  took 
the  name  of  Caesar  to  ally  him 
.  m>U  »Mh  hts  nrjt  nrrptp  TnT 
ius,  and  assumed  the  title  im- 
j  perator,  the  first  man  to  bear  it. 
His  senate  voted  him  the  name 
Augustus,  and  that  title  also 
bears  the  suggestion  that  he 
was  of  divine  descent  and  char, 
actor. 

day  pointed  with  pride  to  the 
fact  of  the  peace  which  brooded 
over  the  broad  expanse  of  the 
Roman  world  as  a  result  of 
Augustus'  reign  over  the  Em¬ 
pire;  but  this  Pax  Romans  was 
a  peace  into  which  the  world 
had  been  bludgeoned  by  the 
mailed  fist  of  the  Roman  power. 
It  was  the  peace  of  slavish  fear, 
the  peace  of  a  world  of  slaves 
under  the  fear  of  the  Master’s 
.  la**,  the-  peirec  of  a  generation 
which  had  learned  from  both 
experience  and  observation 
that  the  only  alternative  to 
slavish  obedience  was  death. 

Augustus  the  Imperator  de¬ 
cided  to  lay  a  poll  tax  upon  the 
inhabitants  of  his  vast  empire,” 
blit  he  must  know  how  many 
of  these  inhabitants  there  were, 
and  so  there  went  out  a  decree 
from  Caesar  Augustus  that  all 
the  world,  that  is,  all  the  Ro¬ 
man  Empire,  should  be  enroll¬ 
ed.  that  is  that  an  Empire-wide 
census  should  be  taken. 

The  conditions  set  forth  for 
the  taking  of  this  census  requir- , 
ed  that  all  the  people  return 
each  to  the  village  or  city  which 
w  as  regarded  as  the  home  of  his 
family  and  there  be  enumerat 
ed.  Old  men  and  women  were 
required  to  start  a  long  while 
before  and  trudge  for  hundreds, 
maybe  a  Ihousand  miles  to  the 
scene  of  the  residence  of  the 
clan  or  tribe  to  which  they  be¬ 
longed.  Thus  Mary  of  Nazareth, 
in  the  delicate  condition  of  a 
young  woman  near  to  becoming 
a  mother,  was  forced  to  under 
take  the  long  journey  from  Naz 
areth  to  Bethlehem. 

Do  you  wonder  as  to  her 
mode  of  travel?  So  far  as  I 
know,  no  one  knows.  Maybe  she 
rode  a  donkey — nobody  knows 
Maybe  she  walked.  But  in  her  j 
obedience  to  the  decree  of  Caes- ' 
ar  Augustus,  we  have  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  operation  of  the  abso  , 
lute  rule  of  Augustus. 

As  impersonated  in  Augustus, 
we  see  political  power,  "this 
world”  power  at  its  highest  j 
height.  We  have  had  many 
tyrants  in  the  world  since  Au¬ 
gustus  was  master  of  many 
kings,  but  we  have,  never 
tyrannical  power  at  greater 
height  or  wielded  with  a  great¬ 
er  degree  of  ruthlessness.  Filthy 
in  his  private  life,  utterly  un¬ 
scrupulous  in  his  public  and 
his  private  dealings,  cruel  as , 
the  grave;  yet  he  was  a  man  of 
such  remarkable  ability  that 
the  whole  Roman  world  sat  as¬ 
tounded  at  the  news  of  his 
death.  His  was  a  strictly  world*  I

Two  Cases  Guide 
Southern  Baptists 
On  Hospitals

In  deciding  whether  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  new  hospital  in  Califor¬ 
nia  on  a  denomination-wide 
basis,  Southern  Baptists  have, 
two  experiences  to  guide  their 
thinking. 

The  first  is  the  successful  op¬ 
eration  of  a  large  hospital  in 
New  Orleans,  La.,  since  1926, 
while  the  other  was  an

San  Antonio  Hospital 

The  Hospital  Commission  in 
!  1946  recommended  Convention 
operation  of  a  hospital  in  San 
'  Antonio,  Tex.,  which  according 
to  a  Home  Mission  Board  sur¬ 
vey,  had  "almost  the  highest 
percentage  of  non-church  people 
of  all  cities  in  the  Convention 
territory.’* 

After  a  few  years  of  operating 
the  hospital  in  San  Antonio,  the 
Covention  transferred  it  to  the 
Texas  state  Baptist  convention 
for  controL 

When  numerous  petitions 
from  other  cities  for  hospitals 
followed,  the  Convention  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  study 
hospital  operation.  It  reported 
in  1949  at  Oklahoma  City. 

The  policies  set  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  were  that: 

1.  "Southern  Baptists  should 
not  acquire  additional  hospitals 
in  the  immediate  future." 

2.  "Hospitals  should  be  own¬ 
ed  and  operated  by  state  con 
veations  and  local  associations 
rather  than  ...  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention." 

3.  New  hospitals  must  have 
endorsement  of  two  succeeding 
Conventions  before  being  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Convention. 

Jacksonville  About  Ready 

By  1949,  however,  the  project  ! 
ed  Convention  hospital  for 
Jacksonville,  Ha.,  was  well  on 
its  way  to  becoming  a  reality. 
It  opened  this  year. 

Before  construction  began,  I 
there  was  one  more  obstacle. 
Tn  1947,  the  Convention  was  told 
the  Jacksonville  hospital  “does 
not  involve  the  Convention  in 
.  .  .  money  for  capital  construe- 1 
tion." 

But  In  1952,  the  Convention 
approved  borrowing  up  to  $750,- 
000  for  construction  there.  This 
provoked  debate  and  opposition 
before  the  loan  was  approved.

1635  —  (BP)  —  Roger  Wil¬ 
liams,  the  Puritian  firebrand 
who  fled  to  America  from  Eng¬ 
land  to  escape  persecution  for 
his  religious  beliefs,  has  been

For  repeatedly  expressing 
“new  and  dangerous  opinions" 
and  writing  defamatory  letters 
against  the  church  and  state 
and  refusing  to  make  retraction, 
the  boldly  aggressive  minister 
was  permanently  banished  from 
Massachusetts.  The  court  de¬ 
cree  gave  Williams  six  weeks 
to  leave  the  colony. 

Governor  John  Haynes  pre¬ 
sided  at  Williams'  trial  yester¬ 
day,  held  in  the  harsh  sur¬ 
roundings  of  Newtown  Church 
with  its  rough  wooden  benenes 
and  cold  dirt  floor.  The  ent:re 
body  of  Massachusetts  deputies 
and  magistrates  was  assembled, 
with  fourteen  ministers  of  the 


unsuc¬ 
cessful  venture  in  El  Paso,  Tex., 
where  Southern  Baptists  lost 
money  on  a  tuberculosis  sana¬ 
torium. 

The  question  of  Convention 
management  of  hospitals  —  as 
contrasted  with  operation  only 
by  Baptist  associations  or  state 
conventions  —  is  not  a  new  one. 

For  over  30  years,  the  Con¬ 
vention  has  been  making  decis¬

First  Policy  Statement 

Nevertheless,  the  Conven¬ 
tion  has  gone  ahead  to  approve 
new  hospitals.  It  now  appears 
that  Southern  Baptists  feel 
that  both  the  Convention  and 
state  conventions  should  op¬ 
erate  hospitals. 

At  the  time  the  Convention 
first  stated  a  hospital  policy  in 
1924,  the  El  Paso  sanatorium 
had  operated  for  five  years,  los¬ 
ing  money.  The  hospital  at  New 
Orleans,  now  called  Southern 
Baptist  Hospital,  was  about  to 
be  built. 

The  newly-organized  Hospital 
Commission  recommended  "that 
the  general  policy  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  be  to  observe  denomina¬ 
tional  state  ownership  and  con¬ 
trol  of  Baptist  hospitals."  The 
New  Orleans  hospital  and  El 
Paso  sanatorium  were  to  be 
exceptions. 

Convention  Urged  to  Quit 

In  1928,  a  Convention  effici¬ 
ency  committee  believed  "that 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  as  such,  ought  to  get  out 
of  the  hospital  business  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.”  George 
W.  Truett  in  his  presidential 
address  to  the  1927  Convention 
urged  that  the  Convention  quit 
operating  hospitals. 

However,  Southern  Baptists 
stayed  in  the  hospital  business.

The  court  did  not  lack  for 
samples  of  the  preacher's  bit¬ 
ter  attacks  on  the  church  and 
state  First  was  a  letter  to  Wil¬ 
liams'  congregation  at  Salem 
Unable  to  fill  his  pulpit  due  to 
illness,  the  preacher  requested 
in  the  letter  that  the  church 
withdraw  from  all  other  New 
England  churches  “until  they 
purge  themselves  from  errors.” 

The  controversy  was  settled 
when  Williams  resigned  as  pas¬ 
tor  after  failing  to  win  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  congregation.  He 
followed  the  same  course  in 
Boston  several  years  earlier  un¬ 
der  similar  circumstances.  He 
retained  a  large  following  in 
Salem,  however. 

Also  introduced  was  an  open 
letter  Williams  had  written  to 
the  churches  of  New  England  in 
which  he  denounced  the  gen- 


urb,  and  provide  at  least  $2  mil¬

They  said  Southern  Baptists 
need  the  hospital  to  make  their 
name  known  in  Los  Angeles 
and  that  the  city  is  very  short 
on  hospital  space.
